Should the palm _ trees 
Mountain avenue be removed? 

Most of the property owners 
concerned favor removal of cas | 
trees. Upland city planning | 
commission has ruled in general; 
that no trees be removed unless 
circumstances are unusual. 

The city council received a pe- 
tition from G. Vernon Sleuman, 
Mountain avenue citrus grow er, 


asking that permission be 
granted to remove the trees if 
property owners so desired. The 


document was signed by most of 
the growers on the avenu®. He 
admitted not having seen two 
owners and the council] went on 
record asking him to contact 
those two. In the meantime the 
city officials will debate the ques- 
tion in their own minds. 


Mr. Sleuman pointed out that 
the trees, placed near the Moun- 
tain avenue curbing years ago 
sap food from adjacent citrus 
trees. He also said they are not 
maintained properly to lend beau- 
ty to the thoroughfare. 

Permission to remove two trees 
was granted on recommendation 
of a planning commission com- 
mittee. Clifford Brainerd may 
remove a young tree from Sec- 
ond avenue and Foothill boule- 
vard to make room for a drive 
way into a service station at 
that corner. James Black, Buclid 
avenue north of Fifteenth street, 
can remove a tree from in front 
of his property, the trees being 
too thick at that point, accord- 
ing to the recommendation. 

On the commission committee 
were V. H. Wilson, John W. Shep- 
person and E. Earl Marsh. 

Culverts on Buclid avenue and 
C street and Eleventh street are 
to be rebuilt and thus remove 
traffic hazards. Dangerous con- 
dition of the culverts was point- 
ed out in a letter from a motor- 
ist. 

In connection with the propos- 
ed extension of Fourth avenue 
to Foothill boulevard, a commit- 
tee of appraisers reported on the: 
value of the F. A. Dickley grove. 
If 17 feet of the grove is used 
in extending the thoroughfare 
Mr. Dickley should be entitled 
to $1100 and if 24 feet of. the 
grove is used the payment 
should be $1500, the appraisers | 
said.

While the officials are concern- 
ed, some residents of this terri- 
tory are being given an opportun- 
ity to see an unusual electrical dis- 
play. 

For some reason the huge power 
lines extending through this dis- 
trict from Boulder dam _ become 
brilliantly ‘illuminated during a 
rain, the storm this week resulting 
in a very spectacular display. The 
lines are about one inch in diam- 
eter. When rain strikes them the 
wires turn brilliantly light and ap- 
pear twice the normal size. 

Bureau officials were here Tues- 
day night observing the unusual 
condition. They told interested 
persons the situation was due 
probably to certain atmospheric 
conditions. From Boulder dam to 
Los Angeles the power lines act 
normally except in the area for 
about a half mile west of Moun- 
tain along Twenty-sixth street and 
in Cucamonga. 

Bureau officials said the power 
loss is unusually great and efforts 
are being made by them to check 
the leak of electricity. 

One observer described the elec- 
trical display as ‘power appears 
to be just oozing out of the wires.” 
From a considerable distance away 
observers can see the lighted wires. 

When there is no storm, the 
power lines in the two particular 
spots appear the same as else- 
where along the route. With the 
coming of rain, however, the lines 





light up and the power loss is in-! 


creased.
